1 took the negative aide of
tlie question before the society.
This occurred on the Oth cf
last month, just one month
before the "recent action of the Board of
Missions," mentioned by Mrs. McG. which
"recent action"' was brought about by Dr.
D. C. Kelley, with evident reference to the
position lie had already taken months be
fore, in the handling of our funds. When
the subject came up before tlie Society, he
evaded explanation, but very emphatically
contradicted my statement; yet lie after
ward applied to the Board of Missions to
eraut a special privilege, in the form of
restoration, which, whether valid under the
constitution or not, might serve the great
eoa at maktug his contradictrau appear
truthful. Mrs. McG. does m t quote the
whole of Ait. XV, but leaves oil the lit
clause, which decides tbe point in dispute.
Art XV reads as follows:

"Any person or Sunday-schoo- l, or church
or conference may assume in whole or
in part, the support of a Mission
or a mission school established by tlie
board, and send tlteir contributions directly
to such mission or school, cf whieh the
General Treasurer shall be immediately
notined; 1'roviued, thai the oonierence m
whose territory such moneys may be given
shall Have credit for tbe same, fit settling
the apftorlkmrnetu of the General Hoard.
Please notice that tlte object in requiring
the reporting of a special contribution to
Uic conference ill which it isgiven, is clearly
eaf at f e Ka tLnf t9 twskrvo mai? Iia
given Msewmo the anportwrumnu dm
ded by said conference among its several
charges, according to Art. XIV. How the
question is: Can any power short of the
General Conference itself change this or
ganic law? Again,, if it can be changed, or
so construed as to admit the sense imputed
by this late resolution, will not the laymen
of the church, whose purse n to supply the
treasury, feel sorely atxrievedl It takes
from Ifm Ute right and power to give di
reciiou to his contributions, and at the
same time to support the credit of his
church a privilege he has enjoyed all his
lite, and one which bis fathers before him
beard sounded out from he pulpit in trum
pet tones, times without number. Now
the moment lie suggests what purposes lie
wishes his con'ribntion applied to, that
moment he forfeits the right to have it
credited on the record of his church.

Furtlicruiore, I claim that in the defense
of this negative position lies tlte trite in
terest of foreign missions, no less than of
the church at ltome. Our great missionary
system, as embodied in the constitu
tion, and acted out in the past.
is quite sufficient for all practical
purposes. It Is the grand bulwark
of tlte church the priceless lecacy
of the ntightu, the sainted, the
ileal Mesa dead. Our money Is safer
going tlirougli this channel than any
we can devise ourselves; and I can see
nothing good in the beginning or the end
ing of an attempt to usurp prerogatives
which inhere in the very construction of
tbe church, and which it cannot surrender
and maintain its own existence.

TEACHING THE TEACHERS.

a. onccossral Educator on Koruial
Softools.

To the Union and American:
As tbe estabJishment of a normal school

in our State is a subject of much moment
to tue people, a word in its behalfjust now,
while a bill looking to this end is before
tbe Legislature, would not be out of place.
True, we have beard from our educational
loaders, Drs. Sears, Lindaiey and others,
from our Governor aud many legislators
aim prominent cuiaens approving Ute en
terprise, yet i uesire to rpeair, adding a
word, from an intensely practical and ex
perimental standpoint, having spent years
in the country school rooms of our pub-
lic and private schools in this State
awl in Georgia, before, and since
tbe war. All this Uine I have labored and
studied to learn how to teach studied
leacmug as an art and science, and every
day ant I more and mora convinced that
bail teaching is worse than no teaching, and

t.- -. ....1 , , .
luiu our puui:c scuoois, sunpiy on account
of inefficient teachers, are deprived of fitly
per cent, oi tne good that otherwise might
be accomplished.

You may go to Massachusetts, Ohio or
elsewhere for systems, to this or that city
tor moueis, nut mey will all fail unless you
have thorough teachers in tbe school rooms.
It is directly under their manipulations and
superior skill Utot at y system will succeed,
its good points appear or any benefit result
to the children.

It is difficult, generally, for people to see
and apiireciate the ditfcret oa between ef
ficient and iuetBcbnt teaching. There k
nothing which concerns them so mock,
and yet about which they know so IHUe.
Hence tlie greater necessity for guarding
against imposition by giving to the country
proiesfrionat teachers from .Normal schools.

I liave known a cowiuuuity taught for
years by a feruling, routine, parrot-wo.'de- d

pedagogue wkh only this result lull chil-
dren worse bin ute', awl sprightly ones
crushed or disgusted. So far from being
improved, tbey wen actually less fitted for
the battle of life than If they bod been left
to chance Again, 1 nave seen a skillful
educator, in tlie same period, bring up, as
if by magic, a community of cLitdren to
the verge of manhood, bound tn each other
and to himself by the strongest fraternal
ties, sensibly polished in manner, refined
in feelins, sound and practical in education.
a blessing to the country and an enduring
monument to ius memory.

Theoliectof the Noimal school w not
to add higher grades to tbe public school
course; not at all, but to give us masters
that can impart readily and fascinatingly a
tliorough, fundamental, Bugdieh education.
It is a sad fallacy that any body can take
charge of the primary department. Irre--
pairable evils have liad their source in this
mistaken idea. Defects and bad habits
have been contracted, resisting every effort
oi eradication in alter lire. Indeed none
but accomplished teacliers should take
charge of the pupil from tbe first to the
last grade.

Now if so much depends upon teachers
that understand their business, if the re
sults of our system are lo be so vastly in-
creased by the elevaUon of the professional
standard, is it not wisdom and economy to
establish schools in which Uc teacher trill
betmiyhl how lo temckl

If Massachusetts and other old States
find it so necessary, even in tlteir advanced
condition, to spend millious on their Nor
mal schools, bow much more do we need
them in our green and incipient stage.

State Teachers' Association, conscientious-
ly, too; and I feel it my duly to tbe chil-
dren of tlte State to sav this much to our
Legislature in behalf of Unde Henry's bill,
now pending in the beaue.
